MOVE IS MADE FOR AN APPEAL 


Judge Heard Makes u Few Pertinent 
R«»niftrks When Delivering 
the Sentence. 


Immediately after the Lee county 
«Ircult 
court 
convened laet Friday, 
at 11 o'clock, Judge Heard called Ed- 
ward C. Fuller, editor of the Dally 
Sun, who was Indicted and convicted 
of libel, to the bar and sentenced him 
to pay a fine of $200 and the costs 
of prosecution, the costs amounting 
to several hundred, dollars, and that 
he stand committed to the county 
jail until such fine and costs 
are 
raid. 


Mr. Fuller was at once turned over 
to the custody of Sheriff Tourtillott. 
When the sehtenfce was pronounced 
tliere were few, people in the court 
room, as it .was not generally known 
tbat today was the day set for 
Mr. 
Fuller to receive his sentence, but 
all the, attorneys of both the state 
and defense were present in couit 
when the sentence was read. 


Steps have been taken by Mr, Ful- 
lers attorneys to keep him from going 
to jail. 
If he pays his fine and the 
costs of the prosecution he'waives 
his right to appeal the case to 
a 
liigher court. 


To escape from going to jail to- 
night it will be necessary to get 
a 
writ of supercedeas from a judge 
•of the appellate court in the Ottawa 
<listrict. That court Is not now in ses- 
sion, and the counsel for Mr. Fuller 
are trying to loc.'Hte either one of the 
judges. 


To get this writ of error it is also 
mccessary to get the record of the 
-Cc'se completed and this must be for- 
warded to the judge on the appel- 
late bench, who will be asked to is- 
ue the writ. 
Up to 2:30 o'clock this afternoon 
this record had'Hiot been completed, 
hut Court Reporter Ida Andrus 
is 
busily at work upon it. 


Judge Heard in sentencing 
Mr. 
Fuller said: 


A newspaper, ^ i n g to its great 
power in moldltag the public senti- 
ment of a community is a public or- 
gan., whose editor is charged with a 
sacred duty to the public, to exercise 
the highest degree of care and dili- 
gence to prevent the publication of 
false statements derogatory to the 
character of a citizen, either through 
wilful malice or through negligence. 


I consider the offense of criminal 
libel the most serious of the misde- 
meanors of our statute books. 
In 
case of almost any other misdemean- 
or the injury inflicted iB transitory in 
its nature, but a blot cast rpon 
a 
reputation, either thoughtlessly or 
through malice, can never be entire- 
ly erased. 


You have been indicted and con- 
victed upon a charge of criminal li- 
bel. With the question of your guilt 
I have now nothing to do. 
That 
question has been passed upon and 
decided adversely to you by a jury 
after a fair and impartial trial and 
it only remains for me to pass such 
sentence upon you as I d«em the evi- 
dence in the case demands. 


It has been said that the article in 
question was only one of a series of 
similar articles and that this should 
be taken into consideration In fixing 
your penalty. 
Thla^s not, however, 
the case. 
The^tnillckment in this 
C8€e only charges the publication of 
the one article and th« pepalty in 
this, .case is to be determined from 
. the evidence in this case as to the 
^rjacircumstancea of the publication 
of 
^^this particular article. 
The penal- 
ty .is not in the natnre of a reparat 
tiou to Mr. Merriman. For that a 
civil action for damages lies. The 
penalty Is for the injury done to tlie 
, public by the infringement of a com- 
laon law, and Is also to serve as a 
Seaming to othera. 


The undisputed evidence in 
this 
case shows that the body of the ar- 
ticle In question was wrltten^by yon; 
that In publishing the body of the 
article you did not deliberately In- 
tend to violate the law as prior to Its 


publication you submitted it to a rep- 
utable attorney who ftiformed you it 
was not libelous; that you took the 
nrticle to Mr. Ward; that he wrotf 
the headlines and published the ar- 
ticle and headlines and that you had 
not seen the heudlines prior to theli' 
l.ubl!oation on October 31st 


Under the evidence in 
cnse. 
the body of the article—the portion 
of it written by you—did not charge 
a crime. 
It did not charge 
Mr. 
Merriman with filching or stealing 
money. 
The charge was in sub- 
stance, that in certain specified cases, 
Mr. Merriman had illegally drawn 
iKon^y fi'am the county trensiiry to 
pay certain clerk hire, printing bills, 
etc. 
Under the evidence in the case, 
this was technically true. The money 
was drawn Illegally, that is to say, 
not in accordance with the strict let- 
ter of the law. 
The money was 
drawn to pay claims against the coun- 
ty which the coi^nty board afterwards 
allowed, ratifying the payments made 
by the treasurer, but 
legally 
the 
county treasurer could not draw the 
money to pay these claims until he 
was authorized to do so by (he coun- 
tj board. 


The body of the article, therefore, 
was not libelous, but when the^head- 
lines, "Money Illegally filched, largo 
sums found to have been taken by 
Treasurers Merrimun and Sterling," 
was added to it by Mr. Ward, 
the 
body of the article and the headlines 
together as one article was libelous, 
having been given Its llbelour. char- 
acter by the headlines written by 
Mr. Ward. 


After the publication of October 
Slst, your attention was called to it. 
and on November 2nd the article 
with the same headlines was re-pub- 
lighed and some of the papers were 
mailed to people otitside of Dixon by 
you. 


The scandal monger has no right- 
ful place in society. People are pron*» 
to believe evil rather than good, and 
how often is it that good reputations 
gained by yeiirs of upright living are 
thoughtlessly blasted by idle, ground- 
less gossip. 
For the man or wo- 
n.an who would wilfally attempt to 
destroy the reputation of ar.other by 
the publication of a deliberate and 
intentional libel, there is but 
one 
rightful place in any community— 
the county jail. Had the evidence in 
this case shown that you had delib- 
erately and intentionally violated the 
law by publishing a malicious libel. 
I would have without a second's hesi- 
tation sentenced you to the county 
jail for the full term allowed 
by 
law, sorry that occasion demanded it. 
but more sorry that 
the 
sentence 
could not be more severe. 


As it is, I shall take into consid- 
eration, as my duty requires me to 
do, the peculiar circumstances shown 
by the evidence in this case—the 
fact that this is your first offense— 
the fact of your previous good char- 
acter which the law presumes—the 
fact that you were advised by your 
i'ttorney that the article was not e 
libel—that you did not intentionally 
violate the law, and above all the 
fact that the headlines, which made 
the article libelous, were written by 
Mr. Ward, and not by yon. and sen- 
tence you to pay a fine of $200,00 
and the costs of this prosecution and 
order that you stand committed to 
the county jail of this county until 
the fine and costs are paid.

A foreign medlaal Journal has been 
publishing facts about the dlHseanlna- 
tion of disease throuiaii books from 
public libraries. It Is, of course, Impos- 
slblo for librarians to aacejrtaln whore 
books have been or to know the condi- 
tions of families into which they go. A 
large number of books were examined 
and were found to contain the bacilli 
of pneumonia, dlphtljeriu and many 
other sorts, some of which were harm- 
less, Even now books fresh from the 
publisher*» hands were found to con- 
tain germs. There ore verjr many per- 
sons who practice wetting the fingers 
with the lips or tongue when turning 
the pages of books. This la an exceed- 
ingly dangerous thing to do, not only 
to the person who does it* but to all 
others who may use the book after- 
ward, especially if the person so doing 
has any form of disease in the system. 
Invalids of all kinds are likely to be 
gCiQSt readers, and the consumptive or 
ttuise suffering with cancer may un- 
wittingly deposit on the pages of the 
tqjsunes they peruse the deadly germs 
oÉthelr own malady.

of free delivery would not oons^nit to 
return to the old system. As the ob- 
ject of ali laws Is to do the greatest 
good to the greatest number, there 
appears to be no possibility of a re- 
turn to the old system of handling 
the mail, so merchants in small com- 
munities will have to adjust their bus 
iness to conform with the 
present 
conditions.

But with a tondorncHs wor- 
thy of their bravery they put aside 
tho deeds and woaiions of war and 
ordained that flowers should be plac- 
ed by loving hand« on tho HOU be- 
neath which their comrades slept. 
soil too saerod to have greater bur- 
dens Imposed upon it. How like the 
spirit of their country! On one day 
hundreds of thousandH of hor bravo 
sons were arrayed against each other 
in grim, deadly v,'ar with all Its at- 
tendant horrors. The next day the 
combatants on one side yielded to 
flioHo on iho other and before tho 
world could veallzo .what had hap 
pened thi'y were brothers 
again.

sors of today are. Their Industries 
were not in common. They were not 
cemented together by Joint enter- 
prises. 
Some of tbom held human 
beings in bondage and 
maintained 
the right to sell their slaves from the 
block us if they jvere mere chattels. 
This curse had been inherited from 
tho so-called mother country, whose 
political control the young colonies 
had overthrown at the point of the 
bayonet after war, toll, starvaaon 
and suffering approacning 
martyr- 
dom. It required the purity and pa- 
tience of Washington, the genius of 
Jefferson, the almost 
superhuman 
tact and capacity for compromise of 
Hamilton and all the virtues and self- 
suppression of their illustrious asso- 
ciates to create and to secure 
the 
adoption of a general 
government 
for the thirteen Independent states 
tcto .which the former colonies had 


been converted.

Grant and Leo we^e hardly farther 
apart than were Webster ard Havno, 
Ifayno's stato, South Carolina, adopt- 
ed an ordinance of nullification iu 
1832, which sho afterwards repealed 
only when Henry Clay and Andrew. 
Jackson had brought about a com- 
promise In the collection of the rev- 
enues 
determined 
by 
Congress. 
Through tho porjod of all those long, 
weary coullIctH tho 
country 
kept 
growing and developing. New terri- 
tory was acquired. New states were 
organized and admitted into the Un- 
ion. Sturdy pioneers traversed and 
cloarcd tho forests, having to battle j 
with aiul conquer tuivnge man and 
beast and to grapple with and over- 
come the trials of exposure and di- 
sease. Industry mot with 
unprece- 
dented reviard. Sacriflc brought such 
feuccess as the world had never be- 
fore witnessed. Free labor named its 
own terms, marked out its own career 
and 
grew to posacssljn and 
enjoy- 
ment which seemed fabulous. 
The 
eyes of the world were focussed up- 
en the giant young republic. 
The 
impoverished and oppressed of 
the 
wofld sought shelter under her flag 
and found welcome to her opportun- 
ity as .well as to her freedom. 
Tho 
steamboat on her waters, the 
iron 
horse on her land; invention, the 
mother of necessity and the cherished 
daughter of freedom and falr-plav, 
brought forth accomplishments 
bo 
great and so diversified that she was 
able to march on desplto the spirit 
of dÌ8.Benslon which was kept alive 
in and out of Corigress between the 


SIM tif ns 
A less favored land v:<.uhl 
not have advanced under the strain 
of such Internal 
dissension. 
But 
while the few were thundering or 
hissing at one another, the 
great 
multitude, under the guidance 
of 
Providence, were cultivating, manu- 
facturing, mining, moving from sea 
to sea and, as they advanced, build- 
ing the Bchoolhouse and the church 
at each stopping place. 


Our own great state, great not only 
in territory, wealth and population, 
but also In Intellect, in love of hu- 
manlty, In statesmanship and in mili- 
tary prowess, became the theatre of 
iutelleciual conlllct. On these prai- 
ries. when slavery was endeavoring 
to establish itself in the new Btates, 
tens of thousands of the men of Illi- 
nois assembled to hear two of their 
great fellow-citizouB, Lincoln 
and 
l>ouglas. continuing the discussions 
of Webster ajid Hayue under 
the 
changed condition« of their 
days. 
The influence of the spirit of 
the 
school and the church, whose steady 
progress, as I have said, kept pace 
with the march of^ the people into 
the ne» homes and new states, was 
ripened Into fruit la tlmt 
debate. 
Strangely enough he who gave voice 
to that spirit had but lltUe 
direct 
contact with school or church. 
He 
was largely hla own teacher and his 
own religious interpreter. 
Without 
the aid of a teacher, he acquired a 
crltlvatlon and a nicety of diction 
which are the marvel of ths world. 
Without the aid of a clergyman he 
extracted from the Good Book in a 
single sentence the genesis of all our 
troubles: "A house divided against
